county  mads  and  why  it  eoHftidered 
that  ttie  county  hcd  violated  the  con- 
tract. 

Mr.  D.  S.  (;a>.  tile  president  in 
si>eakiufj:  of  their  statement,  said: 

"It  is  up  to  the  |)eople  now.  They 
w«nt  good  roads,  they  are  the  onch 
prinarily  interested.  If  Uwy  allow 
the  same  old  gai^r  to  run  things 
formerly,  the  roads  will  be  )n  th* 
same  crfd  cortdition. 

"Judjre  Evans  acid  his  friemls  hj^v* 
hnd  a  machine  here  for  years.  The} 
I  have  paid  political  debt-  with  tlu

trcct,  or  to  k»se  money  on  it,  so  th>at 
neither  we,  nor  any  other  Construc- 
tion Company,  wiould  ever  dare  bid 
anoiCher  year,  and  thus  the  construc- 
tion and  repair  of  the  roads  would 
fall  back  into  the  realm  of  political 


the  Road  Super^ibor,  afed.iias  not  itE, 
self  as  a  court  takei^  cm,  aptive  paH 
in  this  matter,  and  has  not  assumed 
the  control  of  the  whote  business  of 
building  and  keeping  m  rep.iir  all  tlu 
county  roads  througrh  a  road  com 
mittee,  as  is  dime  in  other  countie 
in  which  the  roads  are  kept  m  lepai, 
by  ta.Xi.tion.     You  have  seen  fit  t. 
delegate  all  these  duties    to  you. 
County  Judge  and  Road  Supenisor. 

It  wi>uld  consume  too  much  of  youi 
time  t<j  ask  you  to  consider  all  the 
obstacles  we  have  had  to  meet,  or  aL 
the  acts  of  injustice  to  which  wc

.\s  liauhntr  is  one  of  the  laiire  it- 
ems of  expense  in  furnishini,''  stone  it 
will  be  seen  thjat  this  course  wa>  un- 
just to  the  bidders  and  detrimental 
to  the  interest  of  the  county  in  se- 
curing bidb,  as  tliey  had  to  be  made 
in  the  dark. 

2.  As  soon  as  the  contract  was 
let,  and  after  t<he  time  for  advertis- 
inp:  liad  passed  so  that  another  bid- 
der could  not  Ik-  had.  tlie  Supervisoi 
announced  tlu.t  we  would  not  be  ))er- 
mitted  to  fill  our  contract  by  furnish- 
ing stone  from  our  quarry.  He  knew 
that  we  were  expecting  to  use  thi.'^ 
qim)"ry  and  yet  he  never  objected 
while  our  bid  was  being  considered, 
not'  when  it  was  accepted  and 
contract  WAS  made.  This  action  beld 
tds  up  until  the  court  could  be  called 
together  to  coosider  the  question.  We 
appealed  to  tfie  Fiscal  Court  end  this 
court  showed  its  fairness  and  just- 
ness in  settinir  aside  the  objections 
of  these  otiiciais  and  in  directiufr  that 
our  stone  be  accep'.ed,  under  our  con- 
tract.

4.  We  resumed  Avork  without 
waitiutr  toi"  the  deci>ion  of  the  court.

•onsidered  un  unjust  and  arbitrurj- 
iction  under  tlie  coutnt-t.  namely, 
we  were  required  on  the  Lexiugfon 
pike,  the  first  of  the  main  pikes,  to 
Iiaul  seventy  per  cent  of  the  material 
to  the  two  miles  on  the  far  end  near 
the  Fayette  county  line  with  only  a 
fewi  rock  scattered  over  the  rest  of 
the  pike.
